FOUR KILLED. 


Fatal 
Accident in a Mine 
Pennsylvania. 


m 


An Elevator Weiglit Falls nown the 
.Sliaft and CrnNlies the Work, 
men to Death. 


SHAMOKIN, Pa.. Jan. 
G —While four 
workmen were being lowered into the 
new shaft of the Luke Fiedler mine 
this morning the "billy," which bal- 
ances the elevator and which weighs 
about one thousand pounds, fell upon 
them without warning. 
They were 
instantly killed, their bodies being 
crushed so horribly as to make them 
almost unrecognizable. 
Their names are:; 


James Merritt, 
pged 
twenty-five 
years, of Springfield, Pa., leaves widow 
and one child. 


Stephen Merritt, aged twenty-eight 
years, of Springfield, Pa , leaves widow 
and one child. 


Patrick Lynch, thirty-three years, 
of Springfield, Pa ; single. 


Peter Robert, twenty-three years, of 
Springfield, Pa, leaves widow and one 
child. 


Ten men were engaged on the night 
shift in sinking the new shaft and 
were hoisted to the top at 4 o'clock to 
eat their breakfast. 
An hour later the 
two Merrits, Lynch and Robert, stepped 
into the sha<t bucket and were being 
lowered into the workings, but when 
the bucket had descended about 800 
feet Engineer Bowen noticed a jarring 
of the rope and immediately stopped 
the machinery. The workmen on top 
found that the bucket was no longer 
attached to the wire rope and they 
rigged up another bucket and were 
slowly lowered to the bottom of the 
shaft, where they found the other 
bucket splintered and the mangled 
and bleeding remains of their four ill- 
fated comrades 
ecattered ever the 
rocky floor. All of the poor iellows 
were dead. The shsft bucket in which 
the four men met tbeir sudden death 
was guided in its upward and down- 
ward journeys by big cross pieces and 
arms, known as the "billy," and weigh- 
ing half a ton. The wire rope passed 
through this "billy" and it is supposed 
that ice formed on the rope while the 
workmen were eating their meal. 
, 


The bucket passed the ice in safety 
but the "billy" was caught by it and 
the 
bucket had descended 
several 
hundred feet before the heavy weight 
caused the ice to give way and allowed 
the "billy" to fall upon the men who 
were in the bucket. It is not thought 
that they were aware of their danger. 


This colliery had been idle since 
October 8,1894, when the mine was set 
on fire by a careleEs workman and six 
lives were lost, four of the bodies not 
being recovered for nearly a year. 
Robert, who was killed this morn- 
ing, was a brother of one of 
the victims of the former disaster.

with the New York syndicate, which 
was generally exppcted. There was 
some dissatisfaction expressed because 
the president had not seen fit to wait 
until the senate acted on the house 
revenue bill, although there is no ex- 
pectation that the bond bill will pass 
the senate. 


The announcement last night that 
the secretary of the treasury had asked 
for bids for a bond issue of $100,000,000 
was something of a surprise to the sub- 
ordinate officials of the treasury depart- 
ment, as no intimation of his purpose 
had been given to anyone. 
It is quite 
probable no one here, outside of the 
president and probably Secretary 01- 
ney, knew of Secretary Carlisle's in- 
tention. 
Indeed, it is believed the 
conclusion was not i cached until late 
yesterday afternoon. The new bonds 
will not differ in any respect from 
those issued to the syndicate and such 
as are needed for the supply on hand 
that has been exhausted will be print- 
ed from the old plates. 
Persons well 
qualified to judge of the result of the 
issue do not look for large eubscrip- 
tions from private individuals and the 
opinion is expressed that the syndi- 
cate's bid for the entire issue will be 
accepted.

NOW A CARDINAL.

Acting Goiernor Richards Declares 
the Day a Holiday and Salt Ivabe 
City Responds by a Tnrnont. 


WASHnroTOir, Jan 6.—The session of 
the house today was exceedingly brief. 
Mr. Broderick (rep., Kas ) preferred a 
request for unanimous consent for the 
swearing in of Clarence E. Allen, elected 
to represent the new state of Utah. He 
explained that Mr. Allen's election was 
regular and there was no contest, as 
the governor and other state officers 
did not assume their offices under the 
president's proclamation until today, 
their signatures to Mr. Allen's creden- 
tials, of course, had not been signed. 
Mr. Crisp (dem., Ga ) did not question 
the facts as stated, but thought Mr. 
Allen should not be sworn in until a 
report had been made upon the case 
by a committee. 
The matter was 
therefore referred to the 
judiciary 
committee with leave to report an any 
time. On Mr. Hitt's motion a resolu- 
tion was adopted appointing Hon. "W. 
L. Wilson on the board of regents of 
the Smithsonian institu ion. At 12:20 
the house adjourned until tomorrow. 


Senators did not seem disposed to 
talk about the bond call issaed by 
Secretary Carlisle. 
Democratic sena- 
tors 
generally 
were 
noncommital. 
Senators Harris and Vest, both mem- 
bers of the finance committee, said 
they had not read the call and had 
nothing to say. Senator Gorman said 
that the call was all right; and was the 
same as the first two bond issues by 
this administration. There were not 
many republican senators about the 
capital. Most of them were reticent as 
to the call. Senator Morrill, chairman 
of the finance committee, said that 
there was nothing to say about the call 
that it spoke for itself. 


Senator Teller said he was gratified 
that the president had decided upon u 
popular loan, and he had no doubt the 
people would respond in a way to 
justify the course decided upon. Mr. 
Teller did not believe that the entire 
sum o! $100,000 000 asked for would be 
necessary. 
For himself, he did not 
consider that any bonds were demanded 
and he thought that even irom the 
president's point of view a smaller sum 
than $100,000,000 would be sufficient 


The call was an entire surprise to the 
house, for it had not been expected to 
appear before the middle of the week, 
nor had its terms been anticipated. 
The plan is generally approved bjr 
members of both parties, who believe 
there is a necessity for bonds, and those 
who are opposed to bond issues alto 


SALT LAKE CITY, Utah, Jan. 6 —An- 
other state has been added to the 
union and the rights of self-govern- 
ment have been extended to a quarter 
of a million industrious, law abiding 
and intelligent people. The oath of 
office was administered to the state 
officials of Utah at noon today and a 
new state with her vast resources, starts 
off with the promise of a bright and 
glorious future. ^ 


The city was crowded with people 
from all parts of the state. 
Acting 
Governor Richards had, by proclama- 
tion, declared the day a holiday. All 
business was suspended and the build- 
ings along the principal streets were 
decorated with the national colors. 
The day was ushered in by the ringing 
of bells and the sounding of all the 
steam whistles in the city. 


At 11 o'clock the street parade, under 
the direction of Grand Marshal Burton, 
moved from the corner of Main and 
Third South streets. The parade in- 
cluded 
General Penrose and staff, 
federal troops and the National guard 
oi Utah, members of the legislature, 
civic societies and citizens. While the 
parade was moving the artillery on 
Arsenal hill was firing a salute of forty- 
five guns. Acting Governor Richards, 
as master of ceremonies, called the 
house to order and prayer was offered 
by Wilfred Woodruff, president of the 
Mormon church. 
He prayed for the 
welfare of the nation to which Utah 
will ever be loyal, and for the prevalence 
of justice, mercy, truth and peace, so 
that every soul might be free to wor- 
ship 8s he sees fit. 


The "Star Spangly Banner" was ren- 
dered by a chorus of one thousand 
voices. After this, the proclamation of 
the president of the United States 
granting statehood to U<ah was read 
by ex Delegate Joseph L. Rawlins. The 
oath of office was administered to the 
governor and state officers by Chief 
Justice Zane, of the supreme court of 
the state. 


Governor Wells then delivered his 
inaugural address and the ceremonies 
closed with patriotic music. The in- 
augural ball will be hold at the Salt 
Lake theatre tonight. 


TO THE HIGHEST COURT. 


Judge Peckham Now an Asso- 
ciated Justice. 


Takes the Oath IVhich Mabes Him 
Jtlember of the Supreme Bench 
of the United States. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—Associate Jus- 
tice Peckham, the latest acquiaition to 
the supreme bench, took his seat as a 
member of the highest court of the 
land today. The initiatory ceremony, 
consisting in the taking of the oath of 
office, was brief and simple. The new 
justice is a man of impressive presence 
and striking personality, and the im- 
pression made upon those present was 
altogether agreeable. 
Chief Justice 
Fuller announced the receipt by the 
court of Mr. Peckham's commission 
from the president, and after Clerk 
McKenney had read it, he administered 
the oath in which the justice vowed to 
do equal justice to rich and poor alike. 
There was an especially large attend- 
ance of attorneys at the ceremony. 
Among others who occupieH seats in- 
side the bar were the Chinese minister 
and two members of his suite.

BALTIMORE, Md.. Jan. 
0 —Tho sec- 
ond step in the elaborate ceremony 
of elevating Francia Satolli, archbishop 
of Lepanto and apostolic delegate to 
the United States, to the rank of cardi- 
nal, prince of the church, took place 
in the venerable Cathedral here yester- 
day. 


The ceremony consisted of conferring 
the berretta, which is the cap worn by 
priests on ordinary occasions and dif- 
fering only in the case of cardinals in 
that it is red. The preceding steps 
have been the conferring of the zuch- 
etta, or red skull cap, and the adminis- 
tering of the oath. The remaining step 
is the conferring of the red hat, which 
must be done in Rome, by the pope 
himself, within six months from Nov. 
30, the day upon which Satolli's ap 
pointment was made. 


The old edifice in which the cere- 
mony took place, and in which the first 
American bishop was ordained and the 
first American priest ordained, and 
which is presided over by the only 
American born member of the college 
of cardinals, was packed to the doors 
with an audience which 
numbered 
nmong its members many of the most 
prominent ecclesiasts, diplomats, legis- 
lators, educators and journalists .in 
America. 


Archbishops, bishops, and eminent 
professors represented 
the Catholic 
church in the congregation. 
The vice 
president of the United States and 
numerous 
congressmen, 
senators, 
judges, and minor officials were present. 
Eminent Catholics outside the priest- 
hood cams many miles to see the cere- 
mony and to lend impressiveness and 
importance to the occasion by their 
presence. Diplomats of high degree 
came to represent foreign governments 
and show the respect in which they 
hold the church which does honor to 
Satolli. 


The initial step in the ceremonies of 
t'ae day took place in the palace of the 
Cathedral shortly after 9 o'clock in the 
morning, 
when Moneignor Sbarreti 
presented his credentialial to Cardinal 
Gibbons. The credentials, which came 
from the holy see, authorize Monsignor 
Sbarretti to act as ablegate of the pope, 
deputize Cardinal Gibbons to confer 
the berretta, and announce to Monsig- 
nor Satolli his elevation. They were 
also accompanied by the berretta. 


Cardinal Gibbons, on receiving the 
documents and the berretta, responded 
briefly, expressing his high apprecia- 
tion of the honor conferred upon him 
and congratulating Mongignor Barretta 
upon the manner in which he had 
performed his duties in this country. 


While this scene was in progress 
within the palace the procession was 
forming in front of Calvert hali, a block 
away. At 10 o'clock it was ready to 
start and marched through the princi- 
pal streets to the cathedral. 
Satolli 
was not in the procession, but as the 
head of it reached the altar, he accom- 
panied by Monseignor Sbarretti, Mar- 
quis Sicripanti, the member of the 
noble guard who brought the cardinal- 
ate insignia here, and the priests who 
had been deputized to assist in the 
coming ceremony, entered the cathe- 
dral from a rear door, leading from the 
palace, and advanced to the front of 
the altar. The students and seminar- 
ians followed to the right and to the 
left as they passed in front of the high 
altar, finding seats on either side in 
places reserved for them. 


As the procession wended its way 
down the center aisles the organ, a full 
orchestra, and a chorus of fi ty voices 
rendered a triumphal march. 
When 
Cardinal Gibbons reached the altar he 
bowed low to Satolli, who returned the 
salutation, and each, accompanied by 
his assistant priest and deacons of hon- 
or, sought the throne upon which ho 
was to rest during the greater part of 
the ceremony. 
That of Cardinal Gib- 
bons was on the gospel or h-^t side of 
the altar, that of Satolli upon the 
epistle or right side. The deicons and 
assistant priests were as follows: 


Aesistant priest to Cardinal Gibbons, 
Very Rev. Dr. A. L. Msgnien, superior 
of St. Mary's seminary. 


When the two persons most promi- 
nent in the ceremonies of the day had 
taken their places, Marquis Sacripanti, 
clad in the scarlet, gold and white of 
the noble guard, wearing high top 
boots, and sword and helmet on. ad- 
vanced from his post near the center of 
the altar and deposited on a table at 
the left hand of Cardinal Gibbons the 
cardinalitial documents and the ber- 
retta. Then he crossed the altar and 
Bt:od in front of the throne occupied 
by Satolli, lifted his helmet, pnd falling 
back, took up a position to the right of 
Satolli. 


As soon as all the principal actors in 
the spectacle had assuaied their posi- 
tions, Dr. Hooker, of the University of 
Washington, advanced and in Latin 
read the first document to Sitolli from 
the pope. 


He then crossed to the throne oc- 
cupied by Cardinal Gibbons, handed 
him another papal brief, which was 
read aloud by Father MRgnien. It is 
as follows; 


"Our beloved son, health and aposto 
lie 
benediction. 
Following in the 
footsteps of our predecessors, the Roman 
pontiffs, we have always been desirous 
that the senate of cardinals should 
abound with men whose religion and 
virtue and brilliant gi!ts of mind should 


correspond with the great splendor and 
dignity of that college. 
We have, 
therefore, thought well to create a 
cardinal of the holy Roman church our 
venereable 
brother, 
Francis Satolli, 
titular archbishop of Lepanto and dele- 
gate of the apo-qtolic see in the republic 
of the United States of America, whose 
piety, learning, devotion to the Roman 
see, zeal, and industry in cultivating 
the field of the L.ord have so plainly 
mani'eat to us that we have deemed 
him worthy of so great an honor." 


The reading of papal briefs having 
been finished, Monsignor Sbarretti ad- 
vanced to a point in front of Cardinul 
Gibbons' throne and delivered an ad- 
dress in Latin. 
When 
Monsignor 
Sbarretti had finished speaking Car- 
dinal Gibbons responded 
biiefly in 
Latin, and then, turning towsrd the 
throne occupied by Satolli, spoke in 
Englieh. After he had finished Car- 
dinal Gibbons descended from his 
throne and advanced to the front of 
the altar, and as he turned to face the 
audience Monsignor Satolli roFe, and, 
escorted by Marquis Sacripanti and 
Chamberlftins Kelley and Bristaed, 
walked with 
brisk step toward Car- 
dinal Gibbons. Upon reaching the il- 
lustrious prelate he knelt and bowed 
his head. Cardinal Gibbous took the 
berretta from the silver salver, on 
which it rested, and, slowly unfolding 
it, held it high up so that the audience 
could see it. 
Then, stooping and with 
what seemed 
be a sofily murmured 
piayer, he placed it upon the head of 
the new cardinal. 
Cardinal Satolli 
rose and for the first time in its history 
there were two cardinals upon Ameri- 
can soil. 


Advancing to the front of the altar. 
Cardinal Satolli then delivered the fol- 
lowing address: 


Your Eminence: 
From the day in 
which I received the first notification 
of the intention of his holiness to pro- 
mote me to the cordinalate, and of bia 
determination that the insignia of that 


E u b l i n e dignity should be conferred 
upon me by your hands, I rejoiced that 
it was through you that I was to receive 
this token of pontifical favor anc hon- 
or. For from the time of my com.ng 
to this country I have received from 
your eminence nothing but the great- 
est kindness and consideration, and 
this solemn act of today is but a fitting 
crown to those relations which have so 
happily existed between us. 


It was you who received me at my 
coming, and who immediately became 
my friend and most zealous protector. 
It wa3 with the aid of your wise coun- 
sels and comforting encouragements, 
and with the continued assistance of 
all the prelates of this great American 
hierarchy, that my labors progressed 
and were crowned with success. 


It is certainly a source of great and 
sincere satisfaction to me that this 
function should be held here, in Amer- 
ica, where I have received eo many 
attestations of good will and affection, 
in the midst of this great and glorious 
nation, where truth and liberty are 
joined with that spirit of christian love 
which is their most potent safeguard 
and the pledge of perpetual peace and 
tranquilit)'. 
This is the third occasion 
on which it has been an honor and a 
pleasure to me to be present in this 
venerable cathedral, surrounded by the 
prelates, the clergy and the most dis- 
tinguished people of the country, and 
to unite with them in celebrating a 
festival of joy. 


The first occasion was the day on 
which W8s commemorated the first 
century of the existence of the Ameri- 
can hierarchy. Then was this church 
filled with a gathering similar to that 
which has now come together, a gath- 
ering united to thank God for such a 
joy, not unmixed with wonder and 
amazement at the remarkable growth 
and progress of the Catholic church in 
one century under this republic. 


The second was the day on which we 
all convened here again to do honor to 
your eminence, America's 
cardinal 
archbishop, on the occasion of your 
silver episcopal jubilee. Then did the 
whole country rejoice that God had 
preserved your eminence for so long a 
time to guide by your wisdom and aid 
by your counsels the growth of the 
American church, and beg that same 
Divine Providence to spare you for 
still many years for the good of the 
church and the nation. 


I hope and pray that this will mark 
the beginning of an era still more bril- 
liant and still more prosperous for the 
church and for the country. May the 
success which has attended the devel- 
opment and growth of this great nation 
go on increasing; may its power and 
impartance grow greater and make 
themselves more and more felt through- 
out the word for the good of humanity. 


Upon liriishing his address the newly 
made cardinal, who up to this time 
had worn the robes ot an archbishop, 
retired to the inner sanctuary and in a 
few minutes returned clad in the gor- 
geous apparel of a cardinal. 
He was 
seen in these but a few moments, how- 
ever, as he was almost immediately 
robod in the white and gold vestments 
of the ma?o, which he was to cfelebvate. 
Assisted by his priests and deacons he 
proceeded with this amid the breath- 
less attention of the vast audiecce. 


When tbe gospel was reached a mov- 
able pulpit was pushed to the center of 
the auditorium and Archbishop Ksin, 
of St. Louis, accended it and delivered 
tbe sermon. 


At the close of the mass Cardinal 
Gibbons rose and said that he had the 
ititeresting announcement to make 
that the holy father had cabled his 
congratulations and that he had 
authorized the epiaker to pronounce 
the apostolic benediction upon all those 
present. 
At bis request Dr.. Rooker read the 


cablegram, which, Cardinal Gibbons 
said he wished particularly to say was 
spontaneous and not evoked by any 
suggestion from this side of the At- 
lantic. 
It is as follows: 
"To Hi.-i Eiiiiiiencp, Canliiiai (liblions, Ar(;li- 
bishop of lialiiniore: 
"'The extraordinary splendor accom- 
panying the conferring of the berretta 
upon Cardinal Satolli gratifies the ho^y 
father beyond measure, and he asks 
your eminence to express his satisfac- 
tion. Furthermore, as a token of his 
deep appreciation, he empowers your 
eminence to impart to all present at the 
ceremony the apostolic benediction." 


The cardinal pronounced the bene- 
diction and the ceremony was ended.

BAKCELONIA, Jan. 6 —News most un- 
favorable to the Spanish government 
has been received here from Cuba It 
is understood that the insurgents 
forces are pressing around Havana. 


MADKIO, Jan. 6 —A dispatch received 
here from Havana says that the insur- 
gents attempted to wreck a train on the 
NevuatsPuerto 
Principe 
railroad, 
which was conveying 300 passengers 
and a large number of soldiers. 


A dynamite bomb, connected with 
an electric wire, was exploded cJo:e to 
the engine and wrecked it. The insur- 
gents then attempted to capture the 
train, but were prevented from so do- 
ing by the arrival of- a detatchment of 
Spanish troops.

LONDON, Jan. (i —The governor of 
Natal telegraphs, upon Boer authority, 
that 130 of Dr. Jameson's followers 
were killed,¡and that thirty-seven were 
wounded. On the Boer side, it is ad- 
ded, only three were killed and five 
wounded. 


Delayed dispatches from Johannes, 
burg are arriving here today. They 
show that on Tuesday last there was in- 
tense excitement there, the people hur- 
rying into the town from the mines and 
outlying country. Tbe central commit- 
teemen constituted themselves a pro- 
visional government for the town and 
announced thas ample provision would 
be made to defend it against any body 
of Boers. The provisional government 
was posted in the consolidated gold 
field's buildings and three Maxim guns 
were placed in advantageous positions 
about it. The new government then 
sent an ultimatum to the government 
of President Kruger, who proposed a 
conference at Pretoria on the follow- 
ing day, Wednesday. 
The committee 
hesitated to go to Pretoria without a 
safe conductor. 


Dr. Jameson at that time was hourly 
expected at Johannesburg and great 
crowds of people surrounded the con- 
solidated gold fields building, and the 
work of recruiting was in full swing. 
Numbers of people left the town during 
the night in bands of fifty each. 
Later 
the committee sent the following com- 
munication to Sir Hercules Robinson, 
the governor of Cape Colony: 


"We have absolute information that 
a large body of Boers has been com- 
manded to immediately attack Johan- 
nesburg and to shoot on sight every- 
body who have been concerned in the 
agitation. Affairs are so critical that 
we ask you to intervene to protect the 
lives of citizans who have long legally 
agitated their rights." 


CAPE TOWN, Jan. 
6.—It is learned 
that after Wednesday's fighting Dr. 
Jameson's column, originally about 700 
men, moved southwards, fighting hard 
all the way throughout the night and 
eventually reached Vlakvontein, six 
miles from Johannesburg, on Thursday 
morning, for tbe column was com- 
pletely surrounded and by a force of 
4 800 Boers. 
In spite of this, Dr. 
Jameson's followers fought stubbornly 
until noon, when all their cartridges 
were exhausted. 
In addition, they 
had not tasted food for twenty-four 
hours and were worn cut with fatigue. 
But the white flag was not hoisted by 
Dr. Jameson's orders. 


It is known that Dr. Jameson 
pected 2,000 Uitlanders to join «.him at 
Krugersdorp. 
The Dutch nress is 
jubilant at this lowering of British 
prestige and advocates the incorpora- 
tion of "Rhodesia" with the Transvaal 
party.

The Child Had JSeen Abandoned by 
Somebody—Sir. and Mrs. Wriji'ht 
Will Keep It. 


Caused by Sonsethin^ They Ate-~One 
Danghter Falls IJnconscIons on 
the Street—Better Today. 


J. W. Wright, colored, head cook at 
the Wayne hotel, was surprised at 
about 7:30 o'clock last evening when 
he went to the front door of his resi- 
dence, No. (>3 East Lewis street, and 
found on the doorstep a baby which 
had been left there by some unknown* 
p arson. 


The child was a colored baby about 
four or five weeks old. It was wrapped 
in an old piece of shawl and when taken 
into the house wa? found to be almost 
frozen.

CATHARINE PARR STRICKLAND TRAILL 


Tlie Canaclian Author Is ifinety-foar, but 
Is Still Hard at Work. 


Seventy-.six years ago Catharine Parr 
Strickland 
Traill published

other volume. 
She is in her niuety-

fourth year, but she still enjoys a clear, 
strong miud and a fairly vigorous body 
and is almost as fond of literary labor 
as she was three-quarters of a century 
ago. 
She was born in Kent, England, 
and belongs to a family famous for au- 
thorship. 
Her sisters Agnes and Eliza- 
beth Strickland were the authors of that 
famous work, "The Lives of the Queens 
of England," and at the death of Agnes 
the opyright of the book passed into 
her possession. 


The Stricklands were also people of 
note in the north of England for cen- 
turies, and Catharine Parr, the sixth 
and last wife of Henry VHI, was a 
member of the family, it ia said. Cath- 
arine Parr Strickland Traill was named 
after this queen. 
She lived for some 
time at Roy don Hall, a fine old Eliza- 
bethan mansion near Wangford, the title 
deed of which dates back to Edward VL 
The hall was ivy clad and had numerous 
secret passageways and several alleged 
ghosts. 
Her father knew many of the 
prominent authors and scientists of the 
day, and Catharine's literary tendencies 
became apparent at a very early age. 
Her father died in 1818, and she was 
cared for by her. sisters Elizabeth and 
Agnes and later by a guardian, who 
happened one day to read a manuscript 
she had written. 
It was called "The 
Blind Highland Piper and Other Tales." 
The stories pleased him so well that he 
showed them to a Loudon publisher, 
who gave her 5 guineas for them and 
brousht them out iu book form in 1819.

The \\ ire rope passed 
through this "billy" and it is supposed 
that ice formed on the rope w hile the 
v.orkmen were eating then1 meal. 


The bucket passed the ice in safety 


but the "billy" was caught by it and 
the 
bucket had descended several 


hundred feet before tho heavy weight 
caused the ice to give way and allowed 
the "billy" to fall upon the men who 
were in the bucket. It ig not thought 
•that they were aware of their danger.' 


This colliery had been idle since

WASHINGTON, Jan 6.—The session of 


the house today was exceedingly brief. 
Mr. Broderick (rep . Kas ) preferred a 
request for unanimous consent for the 
swearing in of Clarence E. Allen, elected 
to represent the new state of Utah. He 
explained that Mr. Allen's election was 
regular and there was no contest, as 
the governor and other state officers 
did not assume their offices under the 
president's proclamation until today, 
their signatures to Mr. Allen's creden- 
tials, of course, had not been signed. 
Mr. Crisp (dem., Ga) did not question 
the facts as stated, but thought Mr. 
Allen should not be sworn in until a 
report had been made upon the case 
by a committee. 
The matter was 


therefore -referred to the judiciary 
committee with leave to report an any 
time. On Mr. Hilt's motion a resolu- 
tion was adopted appointing Hon. W. 
L. Wilson on the board of regents of 
the Smithsonian inatitu ion. At 12:20 
the house adjourned until tomorrow.

Senators Harris and Vest, both mem- 
bers of the finance committee, said 
they had not read the call and had 
nothing to say.

the altar and deposited on a table at 
the left hand of Cardinal Gibbon:: the 
cardinnlitial documents and the bor- 
rctta. Then he crossed the altar and 
tt;od in front of the throne occupied 
by Satolli, lifted his helmet, pnd falling

May the 
succeEs which has attended tho devel- 
opment and growth of this great nation 
go on increasing; may its power and 
importance grow greater and make 
themselves more and* more felt through- 
out tho word for tho good of humanity.

BECOKD AS PROSECUTOR. 


Of Mr. Robinson's record while in 


office it may ba well to speak, At 
prosecutor ot the Allen county circuit 
court he achieved most notable success. 
The books in the clerk's office will 
show that this painstaking official, in- 
stead of multiplying the number of 
days of holding court until they should 
constitute almost a perfect calendar of 
the year, had a way of weaving a net of 
evidence around prisoners that almost 
invariably resulted in pleas of guilty, 
thus saving the expense of costly and 
long continued trials. It is estimated 
that in this way there were saved to 
the tax payers ot Allen county not less 
than $20 000 during his term. In this 
connection the folKt»ing extract from 
the Fort Wayne Journal will be of in.

During his term there has been an 


average of tifly criminals n year sent to 
tho penitentiary, and one-half as many 
to the county jail for felonies, and dur- 
ing that time there has been but ona 
new trial granted, but one reversal in 
the supreme court,

acquittals for crimes. He has prose- 
cuted all cases unassisted except two 
murder cases and the Waldo Hiils 
lightning rod case. All criminal cases 
have been speedily prosecuted, and 
uuder Mr, Robinson's administration 
the officers and the prosecutor have 
themselves investigated cases and filed 
affidavits and information, instead of 
prosecuting by tedious, troublesome 
and expensive grand jury system, tbe 
latter being in session less than a week 
in each year of his regime.
